In the words of Joel: ‘Put in 
the sickle while the harvest is 
ripe.’ ” 

This week, in a big circus tent 
(“the largest revival tent in his- 
tory’’) # downtown Los Angeles, 
Evangelist Graham seemed to be 
wielding the revival sickle as no 
one since Billy Sunday had wielded 
it. Sponsored and financed by 
businessmen, ministers and such 
Broups as Christian Endeavor, 
Youth for Christ, and the Gideons,

The 
resurrection of Jesus Christ is the 
best established fact in history. 
I know that Jesus Christ died and 
rose from the dead better than I 
know that Napoleon Bonaparte 
died on the island of St. Helena.

Washington was the first president 
of the United States. The proof 
in favor of the deity of Christ, 
founded upon His claims, His 
character and His works, is so 
overwhelming that the man who 
knows the proof and will not 
accept Jesus Christ as divine, does 
violence to his reason. 


And the proof in favor of the 
inspiration of the Bible—that it, is 
literature written at the command 
of God, under the guidance of 
God, and preserved by the pro- 
vidential care of God—is so over-

whelming that the man who knows 
the proof and does not believe it, 
does violence to his reason. When 
you hear a man call himself a 
rationalist because he rejects the 
deity of Jesus and the inspiration 
of the Bible, put him down as an 
irrationalist. The historic Christ, 
with all the Bible claims for Him, 
is the Mont Blanc of all mountain- 
peak facts of history. 


II. A Sudden Experience 

Salvation, a great historic fact, 
becomes in him who receives it a 
sudden experience. If you do not 
accept the fact, it is nothing to 
you. If you reject the fact, you 
cut yourself off from it. The 
bakery may have bread enough for 
everybody in the city, but only 
those who eat have their hunger 
satisfied. The reservoir may con- 
tain sufficient water to supply all 
the city, but only those who drink 
have their thirst quenched. The 
atonement of Jesus Christ is suf- 
ficient for all the world, but it is 
efficient only for those who be- 
lieve. It has in it merit enough 
for the salvation of this lost race, 
but God’s provision is that only 
those who accept Christ—only 
those who are willing to be saved 
by His atoning blood—are saved 
at all. ‘Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved.”

carried them with me many times 
and read them over because these 
are words from three great men 
of God of the last generation— 
D. L. Moody, Dr. Torrey and A. T.

who will never forget it.” 

Dr. Torrey wrote that, There 
may be somebody here today—l 
don’t know; I hope note—who may 
think that D. L. Moody did not 
know as much as we know today 
about the Bible, that we could 
teach him a great many things 
and that we might be able to 
criticize him and say that he had 
no right to talk about the Holy 
Spirit falling on people. Never- 
theless, no one can deny that D. L. 
Moody knew the power of the 
Holy Spirit in a way that nobody 
has known the power of the Holy 
Ghost since. 


I was talking to Dr. Wilbur 
Smith in California a month or 
so ago. He told me that he is 
going to devote a time during the 
next five years to writing some- 
thing more about Moody than has 
ever been written before because 
he has discovered the world-wide 
influence of that one Spirit-filled 
evangelist and Bible teacher. He 
has found out more in his research 
than he ever dreamed was true 
before. 


It doesn’t matter whether or 
not we would agree with D. L. 
Moody and Dr. Torrey. Shame on 
us if in powerlessness and weak- 
ness we feel able to sit in judg- 
ment on Moody and Torrey and say 
that they didn’t have dispensa- 
tional truth or that they didn’t 
know what we know today, that 
they didn’t have the light on the 
Bible that we have today. Thank 
God they didn’t have, if light on 
the Bible would have made them 
as powerless as we are! Because in 
Moody we have the example what 
God can really do with a man who 
really believes the Word of God. 

Now I believe with all my heart, 
as I am sure does everybody here, 
that on the day of Pentecost the 
Holy Spirit came from MHeaven 
where He had lived before and be- 
gan to take His residence on this 
earth in believers. I believe that 
that never happened before, that 
the Holy Spirit is still here and 
that in that sense, of course, Pen- 
tecost happened once and for all. 
But the thing I think we over- 
look is the fact that the Holy 
Ghost is here today and with the 
same power that was given to the 
early church when the Spirit of 
God came. That power is at our 
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disposal today. However, I don’t 
believe that there are very many 
people who realize it. Certainly, 
there aren’t many of us who act 
upon it. 


The Wonderful Power Jesus 
Promised Us for Soul 
Winning 

I would like for us to look at 
this power for a few minutes. 
This is the most wonderful thing 
I ever found in my own personal 
study of the Word of God, Let 
me recall one or two things to 
mind about this power that our 
Lord promised, because in the 
promise of the Lord there was 
provision made for His church to 
have supernatural power for its 
ministry. 

Have you ever noticed what 
was the last thing He ever said 
before He went to glory? The 
very last words that fall from the 
lips of the Lord Jesus, according 
to Luke 24:49, were these (then 
He ascended after He said this 
word): 

“And, behold, I send the prom- 
ise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until ye be endued with power 
from on high.” 


That is the last word the Lord 
gave. It was a promise that 
when He left His church behind, 
that church would not be power- 
less but would have at 
posal the ministry of the third 
person of the Trinity, the promise 
of the Father. Oh, if you turn to 
Acts 1:8, 9, probably the most 
preached on missionary text in 
the Bible, you will read: 

“But ye shall receive power, 
[said the Lord Jesus] after that 
[or when] the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judaea, and in 
Samaria® and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth. And when he 
had spoken these things, while 
they beheld, he was taken up; and 
a cloud received him out of their 
sight.” / 

What is the last thing recorded 
of the Lord in Luke and in the 
book of Acts? It is witnessing to 
the Lord Jesus in the power of 
the Holy Spirit; it is a promise 
that the Holy Spirit would em- 
power His people. So in the 
promise of the Lord there is pow- 
er for us today. That was ful- 
filled. I am not going to stop with 
that remarkable record of what 
happened in the book of Acts when 
the Spirit of God did fill those peo- 
ple after they had been in that 
upper room, had prayed and were 
ready for the filling of the Spirit 
of God. When He came, then 
wonderful things happened. They 
were all filled. People around 
Were confounded and amazed; 
they marveled, ‘‘were pricked in 
their heart” and cried out, ‘What 
shall we do?’ Some ‘gladly receiv- 
ed the Word’ and “continued 
stedfastly in the apostles’ doctrine 
and fellowship,” and “the Lord 
added to the church daily such as 
should be saved.” Those things 
are recorded in the second chap- 
ter of Acts. On that day of Pen- 
tecost people cried out, ‘What 
shall we do?’ Let me tell a 
story. 

What Holy Spirit Power Will 
Do in Soul-Winning 
Work 

I was holding some meetings in 
Pennsylvania one time and there 
was a young man in his thirties, 
perhaps, who led the singing. One 
evening after the service we were 
together a little while and he was 
very much broken up. : 

I asked, “What’s the matter?” 

He said, “The Lord has been 
bringing me to see what has hap- 
pened in my life.” 

I said, “What do you mean?” 

He said, “Well, a few years ago 
I was an evangelist.” Then this 
is one of the stories he told me. 
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Dr. Bob Jones Says: 


Some Christian people have 
the reputation of being stingy 
who at heart are not stingy. 
They are just a little cautious 
about the causes in which they 
invest money which God has 
entrusted to them. Personally, 
I think ChristiAans should be 
cautious. When men of the 
world invest money selfishly, 
they try to be as wise ag it 
| is possible for worldly men. to 
be. Jesus said that the chil- 
dren of this world are wiser in 
their generation than the chil- 
dren of light. We Christian 
people love the Lord and want 
to serve Him and are naturally 
inclined to respond to all ap- 
peals that sound like they 
come from the Lord. Person- 
ally, I have given money to 
causes in my lifetime that I 
wish I had turned down. I 
made such gifts on the impulse 
of the moment. I have, how- 
ever, invested some money in 
God’s work that gives me great 
joy as I am getting along now 
to be what some people con- 
sider a rather old man. We 
are offering our Christian 
friends an opportunity to in- 
vest some money in God’s work 
that we know is a safe and 
good investment, 


First, all spiritually minded 
people who know Bob Jones 
University know it is a Chris- 
tian institution.

“We were having meetings in 
a certain small town near Ches- 
ter, Pennsylvania. We rented a 
store, put.up a sign and began to 
hold meetings. A handful of peo- 
ple came out in the evening. 
Since there was no evidence of a 
working of the Spirit of God, we 
decided to spend a night in prayer. 
We closed our little meeting one 
night and spent about a whole 
night praying. that God would 
manifest Himself in power in the 
meeting the following evening. 


“The next evening when the 
meeting began we had a larger 
group present. I had _ hardly 
started to preach when the front 
door opened and in came a drunk 
man, the most notorious, wicked 
character in that town, 
staggered in the door, the Spirit 
of God smote him.

ed out our souls to God in a night 
of earnest prayer and waiting on 
Him. But later I began to neg- 
lect prayer. I didn’t spend even 
an hour in prayer for a meeting. 
Finally I had to give up my 
meetings. I took a milk route; 
so here I am now. (I think he 
was driving a milk truck or 
something.) 


“I do lead singing. I believe 
that tonight the Lord spoke to 
me. I remember that in those 
days we didn’t have to beg people 
to get saved. There was so much 
prayer power backing the meet- 
ings by those who were interest- 
ed in them, so many individuals 
were praying for the evangelist, 
that we did not have to plead. 
We wouldn’t even finish the mes- 
sage before people would cry out 
in the congregation for salva- 
tion.” 


I have believed ever since he 
told me that story—and I have 
read a good bit since then in the 
history of revival—that if  to- 
day an evangelist has to stand be- 
fore a great company of people 
and coax the lost to receive the 
Son of God who loved them and 
came down from Heaven to die for 
them, I am sure there is failure 
on the part of God’s people to 
pray that the Spirit of God will 
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fall upon that congregation and 
work through that evangelist or 
that preacher, We are having to 
coax today. 


We are going to see revival; 
revival will be here, Thank God, 
I believe it will come one of these 
days—such an awakenifig as we 
have never seen in our lives. It 
has come before in our nation, and 
it can come again. When it does 
come, friends, then we are going to 
see repeated what we have read 
about in the history of revival. 
Instead of our coaxing and pro- 
longing the appeal, we are going 
to have people swarming to the 
front, crying out to be saved. All 
around the congregation we are 
going to see people break down 
with strong crying and tears be- 
cause the Spirit of God is con- 
victing and converting as_ the 
living Word is preached. 


Paul’s Emphasis in Ephesians 
1:17, 18 on Holy Spirit 
Power 

Now, this power here that the 
apostle is talking about is the 
actual thing today. I believe all 
the other things are related to it. 
One of the requirements for this 
power.is. certailily “prayer and 
obedience to the. Word of God. But 
notice in the Word of God some 
of the things that are said about 
this power. 


It is given in the promise of the 
Lord Jesus. It ought to be im- 
portant in our eyes if it is the last 
thing He spoke of before He went 
to Glory. It is found throughout 
the book of Acts in manifestation; 
it is found in the prayers of the 
Apostle Paul. 

Let me call attention to some- 
thing that still rocks me back on 
my heels every time I think about 
it. In the first prayer of the 
apostle in Ephesians 1, he is pray- 
ing for a company of people to 


whom he ministered for three 
years. Now he is in a prison in 
Rome. Over there he prays in 


Ephesians 1:17, 18, “that the God 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Father of glory, may give ~unto 
you the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge of 
him: The eyes of your  under- 
standing being enlightened; that 
ye may know [and among the 
wonderful things that he prays 
that they may know is this. in 
verses 19 and 20] ... what is the 
exceeding greatness of his power 
to us-ward who believe, according 
to the working of his mighty 
power, Which he wrought in 
Christ, when he raised h¥m from 
the dead.”’ 

Now I always stop my thinking 
there and go on to read about the 
Lord being glorified in’ Heaven 
now. Then when I came to chap- 
ter 2 I read the beginning verse, 
“And you hath he quickened, who 
were dead in trespasses and sins.” 
One time I noticed that there is no 
verb in that verse. When the 
translators took the Greek text 
and brought it into English, they 
found there was no verb in Ephe- 
Sians 2:1. They said, ‘What are 
we going to do?” Well, the near- 
est verb and the one that would 
Seem to belong there certainly is 
in verse 5 where it says, “Even 
when we were dead in sins, hath 
quickened us together with 
Christ?’ They took that verb 
“quickened” and put it up in verse 
1, but the Spirit of God never put 
it there. However, these men of 
God respected the Word so care- 
fully that every time they did 
introduce a word that’ seemed 
necessary in English, they always

\put it in italics so that people 
would know thereafter that they 
‘had put it in and that it was not 
put there by the Spirit of God. 

This chapter, therefore, begins, 
“And you who were dead .. .” 
Well, what does it mean? Suppose 
we eliminate for a moment the 
parenthetic passage about Christ 
at the end of chapter 1, beginning 
at the middle of the twentieth 
verse-—let us pass by that in our 
reading; let us leave out the 
italics in 2:1—then let me read it. 
Paul prays for those people who 
knew much of the Word—since he 
was their pastor for three years— 
that they might know “what is 
the exceeding greatness of his 
power to us-ward who believe, 
according to the working of his 
mighty power, Which he wrought 
in Christ, when he raised him 
from the dead,... And you... 
who were dead in trespasses and 
sins.” It is provable from the text 
that the Apostle Paul is trying to 
break into the dull minds of be- 
lievers the wonder of salvation 
through the power of God. We 
can prove this. 


Do you know there are seven 
words in verse 19 in the original 
Greek that have been brought over 
into our language so that we can 
describe great power? Now you 
have noticed the piling up of super- 
latives in Our English version, It 
is even more striking, far more 
striking in the Greek, Here are 
the words: 

Our word dynamo: an instru- 


ment for transforming mechanical | 


energy into’. electrical energy 
comes from the root here, and our 
word dynamite, of course, comes 
from the same root, We brought 
those right into our language from 
the Greek, and that Greek word is 
found in this verse. 

Our word for energy comes 
directly from the Greek of this 
verse. The last half of our word 
autocrat, when we talk about a

found in here, The strongest bone 
in the human body is called the 
ischium, and the word ischuos, is 
in the Greek of this verse. 

We talk about hyper, an excess 
of something—that is found here. 
Megohm in radio is a million ohms, 
and mega is found here. During 
the war we read about ballistics, 
the science of projectiles. Ballo, to 
throw forth violently, is found in 
this verse. 

Seven words are put together 
by the Spirit of God in the prayer 
that God’s people will come to 
understand what this great power 
is that brought us from death in- 
to life through Christ Jesus. Now 
that is, I might say, a definition of 
the power spoken of throughout 
the New Testament, and there it 
is. That means that if you have 
not been made the subject of the 


+ereative power-of God, you have 


never yet been saved. I 
people like that all the time. 


I was thinking, as I was on the 
platform here, of a week’s evan- 
gelistic meetings that three of us 
held. A man and his wife sang 
and I preached. At the end of the 
last meeting when the real break 
came, the. Sunday School super- 
intendent, who had been a trustee 
in the church there for twenty- 
three years, was standing at the 
back of the church with tears 
running down his face. He took 
my hand and said, “It’s hard to 
twenty-three 
years I have been an officer in 
this church but I was never born 
again until tonight,” 

I have been in my own church 
where I was pastor. One evening 
I held a regular Sunday evening 
service. Later, when I went out 
to see our boys play ball with 
the First Baptist Church of At- 
lantic City, somebody came to me 
and said, “Wasn’t that wonderful 
that happened last night?” 

I said, “What happened ., last 
night?” I had made an appeal, 
but I didn’t see any response. The 
choir was in back of me. Our 
most prominent alto singer was 
in that choir. 

This man from the church said, 
“Why, Mrs. So-and-So was won- 
derfully saved in the choir last 
night. Today the whole town is 
talking about the change that has 
taken place in her.” She came 
from a very ungodly home and 
apparently was a church member 
who had never been born-again. 

The Word of God talks about 
the power of God as an exceeding- 
ly wonderful thing that trans- 
forms a lost sinner into a child of 
God. We have all seen it hap- 
pen. I don’t know whether you 
have noticed that the Bible gives 
only a few verses to the creation 
of this world and the universe, 
but perhaps you have noticed 
that He gives book after book to 
tell how He can save one single 
lost soul. Psalm 8:3 talks about 
the heavens, the work of God’s 
fingers; but then Isaiah 52:10 
speaks about the making bare of 
the right arm of His power in 
bringing salvation to the nations. 
God could speak and make the uni- 
verse, but His Son had to come 
and die in order that we could be 
saved. Yet there are people who 
believe that they can reject God,

Paul Had the Same Power at 


Thessalonica 

Before I notice the verse with 
which I would like to close, let me 
remind you of another verse where 
the apostle speaks of his preach- 
ing in the days of the apostles. 

The verse, of course, is I Thes- 
salonians 1:5, but I am always 
impressed by what he says in 
verse 4. Even though the sermon 
doesn’t deal with it, it seems we 
ought to call attention to it. 


Paul is writing to a group of 
people and he says, “Knowing, 
brethren beloved, your election of 
God.” Do you know anything 
about whether people that live 
along side of you or to whom you 
preach are the elect of God? How 
did Paul know that? He knew 
it in the same way that we can 
know it today. He said: 


“Knowing ... your election... 
[because or] For our gospel came 
not unto you in word only, : but 
also in power, and in the Holy 
Ghost, and in much assurance; as 
ye know what manner of men we 
were among you for your sake.” 

Here Paul says that he knows 
they are the elect because of the 
way the gospel hit them. When

distinct, sudden experience. That 
is the case usually with wicked 
men and women. They can tell you 
frequently the very minute when 
the light dawned—when they were 
born from above. I have a dozen 
friends of that kind, I think in all 
my attendarice at the Water Street 
Mission in New York, I never 
heard a man or woman give an 
experience that did not give the 
exact time—and most of them the 
very minute—when they were 
converted. 


I-can see the face of the dear 
old man—he has entered Glory 
now—who stood up the first time 
I attended the Pacific Garden Mis- 
sion in Chicago. His face was 
beaming with joy, and with watch 
in hand, he said, “Six years, sev- 
en months, fifteen days, four 
hours and six minutes ago I was 
converted, sitting right in this 
very place.” He had it down to 
the minute. The _ superintendent 
said, “He came in. drunk that 
night. We told him about Jesus, 
and he went out sober, rejoicing 
in salvation; and he has been so- 
ber ever since. We always keep 
that seat reserved for him, be- 
cause he likes to sit in the place 
where he accepted Jesus as his 
Saviour.” That man knew when 
the shackles fell; he knew when 
the darkness disappeared; when 
Jesus revealed Himself as a Sav- 
iour, mighty to save from drink. 
Other people have an_ experi- 
ence not so definite, but just as 
real. This Philippian jailor had 
an exciting experience. He was 
shaken out of his bed at night by 
an earthquake. He was in danger 
of being executed in place of the 
prisoners, should they escape. In 
the midst of all this excitement he 
met Paul, and asked, “What must 
I do to be saved?” 


Another man is Sitting in his 
chariot, quietly reading the book 
of Isaiah. There is no earth- 
quake, no exitement. A traveler 
comes along and is invited to take 
a seat in the chariot. The invita- 
tion is accepted. The traveler ex- 
plains the Scriptures. The eunuch 
accepts Jesus as his Saviour. It 
was a very quiet’ transaction. 
There was no trembling, and yet 
he was just as much converted as 
the jailor. 

There are some people who like 
earthquakes; they will not have a 
religion without an earthquake. 
And there are other people who. 
cannot endure earthquakes; they 
want quiet, with no excitement. 
They prefer not to be converted 
in a revival. Some have said to 
me, “I would like to be a Chris- 
tian. but I do not like this excite- 
ment. I want to be converted 
quietly.” Some of. them have

If anybody wants a good 
quiet place to be converted in, 
there are many such places in this 
city! The jailor was saved in the 
midst of excitement, The eunuch 
was saved in the midst of the 
chariot ride. It matters not 
whether you are trembling in an 
earthquake of excitement, or in 
the quiet of a chariot ride; but 
what does matter is that you turn 
from sin to Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour. 

Salvation is a sudden experi- 
ence. Negatively the Bible calls it 
repentance; positively, faith. But 
there is no genuine repentance 
without saving faith; and there 
is no saving faith without genu- 
ine repentance. What is repent- 
ance? Just rub off all theologi- 
cal terms, and repentance is sor- 
row for sin which leads one to 
take God’s side against sin in the 
name of Christ. You have been 
fighting God on the side of your 
sin; now just change sides and 
begin to fight sin on the side of 
God in the name of Jesus, and 
you have repented. That is what 
David did. When the _ prophet 
said, “You have sinned,” he said, 
“Lord, forgive me’; and after 
that he fought sin on the side of 
God. But Saul did not. When 
the prophet said, “You have sin- 
ned,” he made some sort of apolo- 
gy for it, and took sin’s_ side 
against God; and the result of it 
all was that he died a suicide on 
the battlefield. Every soul that 
takes the side of sin against God 
will be a suicide for time and 
eternity. 

There is much good time wast- 
ed arguing as to which comes 
first, repentance or faith. A Bi- 
ble conference discussed that ques- 
tion was nearly three hours. They 
just filled the air with fog, blue 
fog, London fog; and when they 
got through, there was more fog 
than when they started! As well 
argue, if John Jones comes in at 
that door, who comes in ffirst, 
John or Jones. “Like the Siamese 
twins, true repentance and saving 
faith are so joined together that, 
if you cut them apart, you kill 
both.

comes a gradual process. 

When you are born again you 
begin to grow. When you surren- 
der to Jesus Christ, the yoke of 
bondage gives place to the yoke 
of liberty. The new birth is not 
a process but “a crisis with a 
vicw to a_ process.” John M. 
Wood was walking down Water 
Street, New York City, in delir- 
ium tremens with the sixth dis- 
missal from the United States 
Navy in his pocket, on the charge 
of chronic alcoholism, without a 
penny or a friend in the world. 
He was making his way to the 
East River, bent on suicide, when 
he saw a light across the street 
shining through a transom above 
a door, and with that light came 
the strains of the familiar hymn: 


There is a fountain filled with 


blood 7 
Drawn from Emmanuel’s 
veins, 
And sinners plunged beneath 
that flood 


Lose all their guilty stains. 


He stopped and said to himself, 
“That's the song my mother used 
to sing when I was a youngster. I 
will go over and see who is singing 
it before I kill myself.” He went 
over and found himself in the 
Jerry MacAulay Rescue Mission. 
Jerry was talking to them about 
Jesus, who, he declared, could save 
a river pirate, criminal and drunk- 
ard like himself. In his direct way 
Jerry said, “If you mean business, 
boys, there is hope for you.” “Into 
my blurred mind,” said John M. 
Wood, “came a little ray of hope, 
and I said, ‘If that is so, I will try 
it."’ He knelt down. Jerry 
whispered to him some words of 
promise, and he rose up a new man 
in Christ Jesus. I have heard him 
thrill great crowds as he said, “I 
Staggered up to the cross of 
Christ; the blood fell on me and 
washed me whiter than snow.” 


General O. O. Howard fought 
more battles and won more vic- 
tories than any other general of 
the great American Civil War. He 
was victorious in sixty-four bat- 
tles, without a single defeat. While 
I was preaching to the soldiers at 
Tampa during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, General Howard came 
down to assist in the work. One 
evening, in an address to about 


three thousand soldiers, he said: 


“Forty-one years ago, in old Fort 
Brook, just two miles from this 
tabernacle, I surrendered to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Every soldier 
knows what it means to surrender. 
Well, I surrendered to Jesus, and 
I have been following Him as my 
General ever since, and He is the 
best General that ever led an 
army. At the close of a Sunday 
evening sermon the preacher said, 
‘If there is anyone here who wants 
to be a Christian, come forward, 
and we will pray for you.’ Some 
fifteen or twenty went forward and 
knelt down at the altar. Just be- 
hind me were two officers from 
Fort Brook, in their regimentals, 
and they were greatly amused: 
they were having some fun at the 


expense of the mourners. That 
made me mad. I said, ‘I would 
rather be up there with those 


mourners than back here with 
these mockers.’ So I went up and 
knelt down with ‘the mourners.’ 
The only reason I did so was be- 
cause I was angry at those of- 
ficers. I wanted to show them 
that I did not like their mocking. 
After a little while the preacher 
came, and kneeling beside me told 
me about the Christ of my mother 


to the Lord Jesus Christ. There 
came a peace and a joy into my 
soul I never had before. I got up 
and walked the room, saying, 
‘Glory to God! Salvation through 
Jesus! Salvation complete!’ I did 
not sleep a wink that night. I 
felt that it would be a loss of time 
to sleep; and I spent the whole 
night reading my Bible, praying 
and praising God.” 

The next morning an officer met 
him on the way to breakfast and 
said, “Howard, I hear you have 
turned pious,” to which he replied, 
“T don’t care if I have; I’m not 
ashamed of it!” The officer said, 
“If you will come around to my 
room, I can show you a hundred 
mistakes in the Bible.” Howard 
said, “‘There’s one thing you can- 
not show me, and that is that last 
night at nine o’clock, I didn’t sur- 
render to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
since which time I have been so 
happy that I couldn’t sleep. Show 
me that!” The officer shut his 
mouth, opened his eyes, and went 
on. When you get a man to open 
his eyes and shut his mouth, there 
is hope for him. It is when he 
shuts his eyes and opens his mouth 
that he discourages you. 


Another officer said, “I hear you 
have turned Christian, Howard. 
There is a lot of superstition in 
Christianity. I can talk you out of 
it in fifteen minutes.” Howard 
said, “You cannot-talk me out of 
the fact that last night I _ sur- 
rendered to Jesus Christ and have 
been so happy that I  couldn’t 
sleep.” This officer also shut his 
mouth, opened his eyes, and passed 
on, 


General Howard began at once 
to pray that God would give him 
every soul in Fort Brook; and be- 
fore they broke camp, every one 
in the fort had become a Christian 
except one. This one three years 
later, on a battlefield in Virginia, 
said to General Howard, ‘Down 
there at old Fort Brook you got 
something I wanted; I wish I had 
it!” “I preached to him Jesus,” 
said General Howard, “and he ac- 
cepted Him as his _ personal 
Saviour.” In less than two weeks 
a shell burst near him, and he went 
into Glory. 


Yonder, a poor drunkard, blear- 
eyed, friendless and _ penniless 
kneels down at the old bench in 
the Jerry MacAulay Mission, and 
passes a crisis — the crisis of 
taking God’s side against sin— 
accepts Jesus as his Redeemer, and 
begins the process of growth in 
grace. And yonder at Tampa, a

clean young soldier from a Chris- 
tian home, kneeling beside the old 
table in the barracks’ room, 
passes “the crisis—the very same 
crisis—accepts Jesus Christ as his 
personal Saviour and begins the 
process of growth in grace.

he preached the gospel there were 
some to whom the Word came “in 
word only,” but there were others 
to whom it came “also in power, 
and in the Holy Ghost, and in 
much assurance.” 


I know many believers cannot 
remember the day that they were 
saved. I can never forget the 
morning when the Word of God 
was being read in my presence, or 
quoted, and as I heard that Word, 
I laid hold of something. I had 
been under conviction of sin for 
perhaps two weeks. The Word 
came to my heart that morning 
for the first time in my life, not 
in word only. I could have told 
people the plan of salvation. It 
did not come “in word onby;’’ it 
also came “in power, and in the 
Holy Ghost, and in much assur- 
ance.” As I got into my car and 
drove to my mother’s home, I 


words are in their teeth that they 
do not know the meaning of 
those words at all. 


And how many of us quote 
Ephesians 3:20 without realizing 
that it has never meant anything 
to us? The reason has been that 
we have stopped at a comma, and 
we have not noticed the condition 
of this verse. Our God is able 
to do all these things according to 
something -— ‘according to the 
power that worketh in us.’ 

Now that power was given to 
you and to me at Pentecost. That 
power has been in possession of the 
church ever since. If I were to 
read pages that I brought with me 
about revival in the past, we would 
all realize that a revival came only 
when individuals and congrega- 
tions determined they would allow 
the power of God to work in them, 
that they would pay the price, that 
they would “observe to do accord- 
ing to all that is written” in this 


apostles in Acts 4, to prayer and 
the ministry of the Word. 

Now, this Scripture says that 
God is able according to that 
power. Every revival, I believe 
without exception, that I have 
ever read enough about to under- 
stand has been the result of a 
meeting of those requirements that 
we all are so familiar with, so 
that the Holy Spirit who came at 
Pentecost and empowered the 
church then has been able to mani- 
fest Himself, fill His people, 
shake the place and shake the 
region. Beloved, this thing hap- 
pens when we begin to take the 
Word of God seriously, when in- 
stead of quoting Ephesians 3:20 
and saying, “Oh, our God is able 
to do exceeding abundantly above 
all we ask or think’”’ and not being 
able to point to a single example 
of that truth in our own lives, we 
believe God and begin to act upon 
His Word. This verse, beloved, is 
given for our instruction and our 
admonition. 


If we have never seen in our 
personal work, evangelistic preach- 
ing, pastoral work or home life the 


stand condemned. His power has 
not been allowed to work in us. We 
haven’t been willing to pay the 
price, and the price sometimes is 
a pretty serious thing and the 
discipline very rigorous. If we are 
going to know the power of God 
working in us, we must come to 
face the fact that hitherto we have 
not really honored the Word as 
we ought. This verse has been on 
our lips but not in our heart. 
How many of us really could say 
He has really done more than we 
asked Him for?—‘I asked about 
this and look what He did, so far 
beyond anything that I ever 
dreamed of, more than I thought 
He would do!” God wants to do 
that for anyone Who will let Him. 
I know that God will make a 
world-wide blessing of anyone who 
will allow Him to do it. He is 
looking today for people whom He 
can empower with His Holy Spirit. 
The Spirit of God is not going to 
come from Heaven again. He is 
here now, and we are to possess 
that power. Our ministry ought 
to be a constant demonstration of 
the power of the Holy Spirit. We
